Herewith  I present  lor  your  iiilorniation  a Report 
ui)on  tlio  liealtli  ol  the  Borough  lor  the  year  1915.  Owing 
to  your  wishes  it  is  mucli  compressed,  only  Hie  more  im[)oi’- 
tant  matters  being  mentioned. 

The  financial  prosperity  ol  the  town  during  1911  con- 
tinued during  1915.  Much  money  has  been  eaimed  by  manu- 

lacturers  and  workpeople.  Oases  ol  genuine  i)overty  are 
unknown  in  Batley. 

Owing  to  numbers  ol  men  joining  the  Army  throughout 
the  country  the  populations  now  show  considerable  varia- 
tiojis.  The  Registrar  General  has  issued  estimated  figures 
in  which  the  civil  population  ol  Batley  during  1915  is 
given  as  30,355.  It  is  upon  this  number  the  various  statis- 
tics are  calculated. 


The  birth  rate  ol  20.0  is  the  lowest  on  record  and 
ijicidentally  shows  the  lalsity  ol  the  rumours  current  in  the 
town  a year  ago. 

The  nett  death  I'ate  ol  13.1  is  a considei*al)le  inecease 
iipoji  previous  yeai’s’  figures.  Belerence  to  the  Rei)Oid,  will 
show  the  causes. 


The  infantile  death  rate,  under  all  the  clrciinistanees, 
cannot  be  said  to  be  excessive,  although  a number  of  infants’ 
lives  have  been  needlessly  sacrificed.  We  have  se\era.l  times 
heard  lately  that  next  to  winning  the  war  the  preservation 
of  the  lives  and  health  of  the  children  of  the  nation  is  of  the 
first  importance  and  should  come  before  everything  else. 
I am  glad  to  say  that  public  oi)inion  in  Batley  seems  now 
to  be  impressed  with  the  subject  and  there  appears  a 
possibility  of  some  of  the  recommendations  I have  made  in 
former  Annual  Reports  receiving  considei-aiion. 

.Amongst  infectious  diseases  Scarlet  Fever  aid  Diph- 
theria v/ere  epidemic,  the  latter  causing  eighteen  deaths. 

Considerable  time  has  been  given  to  military  sanitation, 
such  as  supervision  of  soldiers  on  leave  resident  in  infected 
houses,  disinfection  of  uniforms,  equipment,  etc.  In  various 
other  ways  help  has  been  rendered  the  naval  and  military 
authorities  apart  from  the  ordinary  routine.  The  very 
large  amount  of  work  executed  for  the  CJovernment  in  this 
district  places  an  added  responsibility  upon  the  local  author- 
ity to  protect  the  health  of  the  town  to  the  utmost. 

Unavoidable  dislocation  of  the  work  has  been  caused  i)y 
various  circumstances  necessitating  Jiiuch  of  it  being  left 
undone.  For  a considerable  part  of  the  year  the  Med '.cal 
Oificer  was  without  the  services  of  a Health  ^'isitor  or  School 
Nurse,  the  former  being  ill  and  the  latter  having  resi.U'ned 
her  post  lo  take  up  a similar  one  elsewheic.  The  office  boy 
was  dispensed  with  for  reasons  of  economy,  the  junior  Assis- 
tant Inspector  of  Nuisances  enlisted  in  the  B.A.M.U.,  his 
place  remaining  vacant,  and  the  Clerk  followed  his  exami)le 
elsewhere.  It  is  expected  a female  Clerk  will  be  obtained 
shortly. 

During  the  Autumn  the  Spen!)orough  Urban  District 
Council,  whose  boundaries  adjoin  the  Bailey  area,  were 
unable  to  of)tain  a suitably  (lualified  Medical  Officer  ol  Healtli 
owing  to  the  war.  That  Council  paid  me  the  compliment  ol 
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inviting  me  to  act  as  Uieir  Afedical  Odiccn’  in  a tcin])Oirary 
capacity  and  until  a peiananeiit  olUeial  could  1x5  obtained  at 
the  termination  of  the  war.  The  Local  (,L)vernmeiit  i>oard 
sj.>eeially  api)roves  of  such  arrangements  l)e:iig  mad(3,  not  only 
teiiiporarily  but  [)ermanently,  as  the  advantages  to  the  public 
health  aie  very  great.  I was  agreeable  to  undertake  the 
woi’k  so  tar  as  my  other  engagements  would  permit.  The 
Heckmondwike  Council  raised  no  objection  ])ut  the  Batley 
Sanitary  Committee  o])posed  the  Spenborough  Councirs  pro- 
position, e.xpressing  the  opinion  that  the  Aledical  Olhcer’s 
duties  in  Batley  were  so  extensive  that  he  could  not  ))e 
spai'cd,  consequently  the  s uggestion  lapsed. 

On  three  occasions  I i-eoeived  letters  from  the  military 
autliorities  stating  there  were  no  commissions  vacant  in  the 
Sanitary  Service.  In  October  T was  offered  a comniisini  as 
Captain  in  tiic  Royal  Army  Aledical  Corps  with  command  of  a 
sanitary  secrion  raised  foir  foreign  service  in  the  b2nd'  Divi- 
sion. 1 accept(‘d  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Covern- 
mcnt  Board.  The  Batley  Sanitary  Committee  agreed  to  tlie 
])roposal  atid  expressed  the  oj^inion  that  the  work  could  be 
kcj)t  going  by  arrangement  with  the  medical  officer  of  some 
neighboui-ing  authority.  In  a letter  to,  the  Town  Council  dated 
iXov.  1 bth,  1915,  the  Local  Government  Board  stated  “that 
Dr.  Pearce  should  be  re([uired  to  remain  at  his  post  at  the 
present  time  unless  an  efficient  substitute  of  non-military  age 
with  experience  in  Jhiblic  Health  work  conld  be  found  to 
give  his  Avhole  time  to  the  offices  now  held  by  Dr.  Pearce.  “ 
The  Sanitaiy  Committee  appointed  the  Mayor,  Chairman, 
and  Town  Clerk  to  wait  upon  the  Board  in  London.  At  the 
interview  on  November  18th  the  deputation  was  informed 
the  Board  were  not  i)repared  to  modify  the  terms  of  their 
letter.  The  Sanitary  Committee  was  of  opinion  a competent 
substitute  could  not  be  obtained  aaih  ^ remained  in  Batley. 
On  February  18th,  1916,  the  Local  Government  Board  issued 
a circular  to  all  Bocal  Authorities  throughout  the  country 
asking  for  the  names  of  any  medical  men  engaged  m public 
health  work  who  could  be  spared  without  serious  injury  to 
lh(3  civil  population  and  having  regard  to  the  special  nn- 
poitaiicc  of  mainlaining  the  public  health  at  the  present  time. 
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A form  was  enclosed  to  1)c  returned  Avith  particulars  Avbicli 
AA'Ould  then  be  handed  to  the  Central  Medical  War  Committee, 
ddiis  circular  Avas  considered  at  a jueetiipi,'’  of  the  Sanitai’y 
Committee  on  February  23rd.  A letter  dated  February  2ist 
from  the  Toaaui  Clerk  to  the  Local  Government  Foard  Avas 
read  together  Avith  a reply  thereto  from  the  Board  dated 
February  22nd,  in  Avhich  it  AA^as  .stated  “ the  Board  retain  the 
opinion  expressed  in  their  letter  of  13th  NoAmmber  last.” 
The  Committee  thereupon  instructed  the  Town  Clerk  to  state 
upon  the  form  that  ” Ur.  Pearce  Avas  indispensable  ” and 
retuiai  it  as  requested. 

f have  been  reluctant  to  take  up  space  but  it  is  essen- 
tial for  purposes  of  future  reference  that  these  events  should 
be  recorded.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Particulars  are  given  in  previous  Annual  Reports, 

It  is  very  necessary  that  sheep  should  be  prevented 
from  climbing  the  boundary  walls  of  the  reservoirs.  They 
regularly  do  this  at  present  and  pollution  of  the  water  is 
the  result.  All  responsible  water  authorities  hold  that  the 
land  nearest  to  reservoirs  should  not  be  manured  and  sheep 
and  cattle  should  be  prevented  from  gaining  access.  The 
pollution  of  wmter  supplies  with  maniirial  matter  is  most 
objectionable  and  not  entirely  free  from  serious  danger  to 
consumers. 

Although  there  wms  such  a severe  drought  during  1915 
it  was  never  necessary  to  restrict  the  wmter  supply. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Batley  Beck  is  polluted  by  dye  waters  and  trade 
wasve.  The  Anihority  exercising  supervision  is  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  Rivers  Board.  ^

It  is  very  desirable  that  each  house  should  have  its  own 
separate  water  closet.  The  abolition  of  the  blocks  of  trough 
water  closets  in  the  town  would  be  a distinct  sanitary  advan- 
tage to  the  residents  as  well  as  a considerable  financial 
saving  to  the  rates. 


SCAVENGING. 

Particulars  respecting  scavenging,  tipping,  and  the  Hors- 
fall Destructor  are  given  in  previous  Health  Reports. 

During  1.915  structural  alterations  at  the  Refuse  Des- 
tructor were  carried  but  under  the  supervision  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor  at:  a (bonsiderable  expenditure  whichl  1 am  informed 
cannot  be  definitely  stated  as  yet. 

New  arrangements  were  also  made  wirh  regard  to  the 
stair,  a foreman  being  employed  and  tiie  hours  of  working 
altei'ed.  The  result  has  been  much  greater  efficiency. 

The  total  annual  cost  of  scavenging  during  1915  was 
£1,971  17s.  4d.  as  against  £1,883  18s.  9d.  in  1914, 

£2,004  13s.  6d.  in  1913  and  £2,247  2s.  4d.  in  1912,, 

When  normal  times  return  it  is  desirable  that  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  iinstallation  of  a motor  van  for  this 
work.  ’ The  present  methods  arc  antiquated  and  behiind 
the  times. 

Twenty-six  truck  loads  of  nightsoil  have  been  sent  out 
of  the  town  by  rail  for  tillage  purposes.  The  amount  re- 
ceived in  payment  for  this  was  £4  17s.  6d.  and  £15  2s.  6d. 

has  been  received  in  payment  for  glass  and  old  iron,  a total 
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of  £‘20  Os.  Od.  Against  this  must  be  put  £2  4s.  Od.  the 
cost  of  11  visits  to  Wakelield  by  the  Iiis'^^ector  of  Nuisances' 
to  dispose  of  the  nightsoil  and  £8  Gs.  8d.  the  cost  of 
rei)airs  and  renewals  to  wagons. 

The  number  of  covered  metal  bins  in  Bailey  on  Decem- 
ber Gist,  1915,  was  3,182.  There  were  also  1,053  lixcd  1»rick 
receptacles  for  ashes  and  refuse. 

vThe  number  of  loads  of  refuse  destroyed  at  the  des- 
tructor Avas  4,77  7 and  6,584  loads  were  tipped. 

There  is  much  of  this  refuse  of  a combustible  nature 
which  could  readily  be  destroyed  in  the  fires  of  householders. 
Pape)*,  vegetable  refuse,  tea  leaves,  all  kind  of  food  stuffs, 
etc.,  are  regularly  thrown  into  ashbins  to  be  removed  by  the 
scavengers  although  bills  have  been  posted  warning  persons 
concerned  not  to  do  this.>  I have  made  a rough  calculation 
which  shows  that  if  every  householder  in  Bailey  would 
burn  on  the  kitchen  lire  two  pounds  of  combustible  refuse 
every  week  it  would  mean  that  in  round  figures  there  would 
be  a saving  of  450  tons  yearly  of  refuse  which  at  present 
is  removed  by  the  depleted  staff  of  scavengers.  This  w'ould 
not  only  be  a distinct  ffnancial  gain  but  also  a great  sanitiry 
advantage  by  keeping  down  the  breeding  of  Hies  and  such 
like,  in  my  opinion  it  is  a point  well  worth  the  consideration 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee.

Many  complaints  liave  been  received  during  tlie  year 
respecting  the  smoke  nuisance  arising  from  the  Co,ke  Ovsens 
in  connection  with  the  Soothill  Wood  Colliery.  The  remarks 
dealing  with  the  burning  waste  heap  belonging  to  this 
Colliery  on  pages  25  and  26  of  the  previous  year’s  report 
apply  with  little  variation  to  1915  although  on  the  whole 
there  may  be  some  improvement. 


OEEENSIVE  TPADES. 

There  are  five  tripe  boiling  establishments.  At  one  of 
these  bone  grinding  is  carried  on,  and  four  of  them  rcndo’ 
fat  which  is  largely  sold  for  frying  fish  and  potatoes. 

The  premises  are  kept  in  fair  condition.  Ditficiilty  in 
administration  is  experienced  as  up  to  the  pu-emiit  no  Bye- 
laws respecting  Offensive  Trades  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Corporation. 

I have  several  times  during  preceding  years  called  at- 
tention to  this  fact  and  I again  emphasise  it. 


HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

Byelaws  Avith  respect  to  Houses  let  in  Lodgings  were 
adopted  by  the  Corporation  in  February,  1889,  and  approved 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  April  of  the  same  year.

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported 
to  the  Sanitary  Committee  that  there  were  several  premises 
upon  Avhich  the  trade  of  fish  frying  wa.s  carried  out  which 
Avere  AA’ithout  drainage.  He  also  drcAV  attention  to  (he  nui- 
sance caused  by  the  proprietors  of  these  establishments  either 
AA^ ashing  their  fisdi  and  potatoes  inside  the  buiding  and  throw- 
the  Avaste  Avater  broadcast  into  the  street  or,  in  other  in- 
stances, by  Avashing  their  fish  in  Hie  sfreet  over  a gully  in  the 
gutter.  Statutory  notices  Avere  served  upon  the  jicrsons 
concerned  calling  upon  them  to  provide  sufficient  and  suitaf)le 
draijiage  foi-  their  imemises  and  thereby  abate  the  nuisances 
aidsing  from  Avant  of  drainage.  The  Borough  Surveyor  on 
behalf  of  the  General  Works  Committee  refused  to  ])ermit 
any  drains  fi'om  such  premises  to  be  connected  to  the  sevvers 
on  the  ground  that  it  Avould  mean  the  admission  of  trade 
Avaste  into  such  seAvers.  After  further  consideration  the 
folloAviiig  resolution  Avas  passed  ,at  a meeting  of  the  Sanitai'y 
Committee  on  August  lltli,  1915. 

' That  the  Chairman  and  I'ice-Chairman  be  appointed 
a Sub-C’ommittce  to  confer  Avith  the  Chairman  and  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  General  Works  Committee  Avith  regard  to 
the  ari-angements  made  by  the  occupiers  of  fried  fish  shops 
for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  in  connection  Avith  their  res- 
pective businesses,  and  that  the  ^;ub-Conimittee  report,  on 
the  matter  iai  a Tuture  meeting  of  this  Committee.” 
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[^p  to  Doeember  31st  la-t,  nothing  further  had  arisen 
out  of  this  resolution.  It  is  necessary  that  something  definite 
be  done  as  the  Sanitary  Committee  have  served  notices 
upon  the  proprietors  of  fish  frying  establishments  to  abate 
nuisances  but  such  persons  reply  that  the  General  Works 
Committee  will  not  allow  them  to  comply  with  the  request 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee.  Meanwhile  the  nuisances  con- 
tinue. ' 

BAKEHOUSES. 

No.  upon  the  register  31. 

One  nuisance  caused  by  failure  to  lime  wash  was  abai'ed. 
There  are  a number  of  bakehouses  in  Bat  ley  which  Avould 
be  considerably  improved  if  their  proprietors  paid  more 
attention  to  the  cleanliness  of  their  premises.  Two  illegal 
occupations  of  underground  bakehouses  were  discovered  and 
dealt  with.  i ’ 

OTHEK  FOODS. 

80  Babbits  were  surrendered  in  the  Market  being  unfit 
for  food  owing  to  their  unsound  condition.  They  were 
destroyed.  ^ 

No  cases  of  ptomaine  poisoning  have  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

SLAUCHTEB  HOUSES. 

Seventeen  are  on  the  register,  eight  being  licensed 
annually,  and  nine  registered. 

In  one  of  the  licensed  premises  there  has  been  no  killing 
during  the  year.  All  the  slaughter  houses  are  structurally 
unsuitable-  for  their  purpose.  In  one  instance  a defective 
floor  was  remedied. 

During  the  autumn  Assistant  Inspector  Barry  who  pos- 
sesses a certificate  as  to  his  competency  to  act  a^  an  inspector 
of  meat  and  other  foods  left  the  town  to  enlist  in  the  Sanitary 
Branch,  of  the  Boyal  Army  Medical  Corps.  Since  his  depar- 
ture no  communication  from  any  butcher  has  ever  been 
received  at  the  Health  Department  and  routine  moat  in- 
spection has  ceased.  It  is  of  interest  to  speculate  upon  what 
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hcis  happened  to  the  diseased  meat;  in  Ratley  daring  the 
last  few  months.  Certain  butchers  always  maintain  that 
they  are  not  competent  to  judge  whether  meat  is  diseased 
or  otherwise  and  in  such  instances  the  supposition  would  be 
reasonable  that  it  had  been  sold  as  food  to  the  public. 

Inspection  of  slaughter  houses  to  maintain  cleanliness 
has  been  continued  where  time  permitted.

Tlioro  were  two  prosecii! tons  as  follows: — ' 

For  selling  milk  containing  57  parts  per  1,000,000  of 
Huid  dirt,  presumably  cow  dung  in  wliieh  tlie  case  was 
dismis>sed  on  payment  of  18 '6  costs.  For  selling  skimmed 
iiiilk  adulterated  Avitli  11.5o/o  of  added  water,  in  which'  a’ 
line  of  £1  and  18'-  icoists  was  imposed.  This  was  the 
tliiial  time  the  defendant  'had  been  convicted  far  selling 
adulterated  skimmed  milk. 

In  the  othei’  cases  of  adulteration  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee did  not  consider  ])i*osecutions  necessary. 

Four  samples  of  now  milk  were  examined  for  dirt 
which  was  found,  principally  as  cow  dung,  in  the  following 
proportions  respectively  20,  22.8,  28.’G,  and  57  parts  per 
1,000,000. 

Should  the  time  ever  arrive  that  a municipal  milk' 
supply  is  provided  for  Batley  it  would  be  welcomed  by 
those  whose  business  it  now  is  to  be  familiar  with  the 
conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  and  handled  during 
iis  disti'ibution  to  the  consumers.  Such  a supply  would 
l>e  very  helpful  in  connection  with  a scheme  of  maternity 
and  child  welfare  in  the  absence  of  any  local  ginaranteed 
milk  from  cows  subject  to  veterinary  inspection,  as  at  present.

It  is  well  known  there  is  a,  great  scarcity 
of  houses  in  Batley,  Overcrowding  is  very  common  and 
is  increasing,  but  as  to  how  these  evils  are  to  be  Remedied  is 
a pi-oblcm  to  be  dealt  with'  after  the  termination  of  tlic  war. 

Thirty  one  new  houses  were  eriectod,  four  of  them  villas, 
the  remainder  mostly  of  the  cottage  type.  Time  might  well 
be  spent  now  in  preparing  a housing  scheme  to  be  put  into 
operation  after  the  war  is  over.  ' ;

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At  a meeting  of  tlie  Sanitary  Committee  held  on  Decem- 
ber 22nd,  1915,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  again  drew 
attention  in  his  fortnightly  report  to  the  remarks  on'  pages 
56-60,  65-66,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Small  Pox  had  broken 
out  in  the  adjoining  Borough  of  Dewsbury. 

SMALL  POX. 

Batley  escaped  during  1915  but  cases  of  the  disease 
were  notified  in  adjacent  districts. 


DIPHTHEPTA. 

Page~67  of  the  Health  Report;  for  1914  gives  a table  of 
notifications  received  and  deaths  from  the  disease  since  1890. 

During  1915  ninet}^  six  cases  were  notified  which,  is 
the  highest  number  since  1893.  The  ages  of  the  persons 
were  as  follows  : — Under  1 year  1,  1 to  5 years  26,  5 to  15 
years  58,  15  to  25  years  11.  In  two  instances  four  cases 
occuio’od  in  each  house,  in  two  others  three  cases,  whilst 
tw'o  notifications  were  received  from  the  same  house  on  seven 
occasions.  Eighty  seven  patients  were  removed  to  hospital. 
Eighteen  deaths  were  caused.  Pour  died  at  liome,  the  re- 
mainder in  hospital. 

Until  the  autumn  all  parts  of  the  town  wmi  e alTecte  i, 
no  particular  district  or  school  having  a special  incidence. 
The  closest  Avatch  Avas  kept  upon  all  the  schools  and  scholars, 
Avitli  frequent  isAvabbings,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  recom- 
mend closure.  During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  a 
severe  outbreak  occurred  amongst  young  persons  over  14  Avdio 
Jiad  left  school,  and  those  someAAdiat  older.  They  nearly  all 
lived  in  the  Cobden  Street  district  of  Batley,  Avere  connected 
Avith  the  Roman  Catholic  religion,;  anid  of  Irish  nationality. 

Idle  principal  causes  of  the  diphtheria,  outbreak  of 
1915  Avere  as  follows: — 

(1)  The  blay  subsoil  is  saturated  in  many  paids  of 
Hie  loAvn  with  pollution;  owing  to  the  persistent  custom  of 
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many  liouseholdcrs  thi’owiuy  their  slops,  faecal  matter,  waste 
water,  etc.,  bioadcast  over  the  surface  of  the  streets,  or  de- 
imsiting  this  lilth  on  the  grates  lof  tlie  g-ullies  of  the  untrapped 
rain  Avater  drains  in  the  gutters.  This  practice  lias  been 
many  times  di’awn  attention  to  by  the  'Medical  Ofllcer  .\  The 
ti’apped  gullies  of  the  house  drains,  or  the  water  closets 
should  be  used,  but  the  more  insanitary  custom  referred  to 
above  is  i)referred  in  scores  of  instances.  A breeding  ground 
for  diphtheria  aiid  other  germs  is  thus  provided. 

(2)  Many  (carriers  of  the  disease  existing  amongst  the 
community.  A large  number  of  these  are  found  to  be  children 
with  enlai’ged  tonsils  whose  parents  refuse  treatment. 

(1))  Neiglibouring  lietAveen  infected  and  uninfected 
houses  Avhich  pei'sists  despite  all  warnings,  appeals,  or  tlireats. 

(4)  Overcrowding  of  houses,  particularly  of  the  sleep- 
ping accommodation. 

(b)  Neglect  to  send  for  a doctor  until  the  disease 
is  lirmly  establisiied  and  other  occupants  of  the  house  are  in- 
fected. Tliis  is  very  common  and  one  of  the  prinicipal  causes 
of  the  S])read  of  the  disease. 

(G)  Inability  of  doctors  to  attend,  it  has  not  been  at 
al)  uncommon  for  an  interval  of  two  days  bo  elapse  between 
the  doctor  being  sent  for  and  his  visit  to  the  patient,  owing  do 
extreme  pressure  of  work.  •• 

(7)  Whilst  disinfection  of  infectield  houses  is’  being  per- 
formed tlic  occupiers  go  into  nciighbour’s  houses  or  walk  the 
streets.  This  should  not^  be.  Attention  is  again  drawn  to 
the  necessity  of  the  provision  of  a modern  disinfecting 
station. 

Thcj-e  was  no  connection  between  the  prevalence  of 
the.  disease  and  Ihe  milk  supply.  As  the  germs  of  diphtheria 
are  fi’cuuently  found  in  the  sores  which  are  sometimes 
present  on  cow’s  teats  an  additional  reason  for  vetenuary 
inspection  of  dairy  cattle  is  here  shewn.  , . , 
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Tho  Corporation  sLi{)piios  Antitoxin  froO  to  medical  prac;- 
titioners  on  request,  but  only  22,000  units  at  a,  cost  of 

1*1  7s.  ()d.  Avei-e  used  during  the  year.  The  reason  for  tip's 
is  that  the  doctors  usually  notify  l)y  telephone  and  th^  case 
is  imiiKdiately  removed  to  hospital. 

Tho  attention  of  all  persons  should  be  called  to  the 

extremely  dangei'ous  nature  of  diphtheria.  Tt  slioald  b(‘, 

realised  that  any  delay  in  treatment  favours  complications, 
and  may  hasten  a fatal  result. 

Bills  of  warning  drawn  up  by  the  Medical  Ollicor  of 

Health  were  posted  throughout  the  town  during  ihe  aulinnn. 

It  is  regrettable  that  an  ai)preciable  number  of  parents 
aj’c  wilfully  obstructive  when  it  is  necessary  to  swab  tlie 
throats  of  their  children. 

it  is  again  emphasised  by  Ihc  Medical  Officer  that  per- 
sons caught  fouling  the  ground  surface  or  using  the  street 
gullies  for  improper  purposes  should  certainly  be  prosecuted. 


E1IYSIPELA8. 


Fifteen  cases  were  iiotitied.  No  death  occurred.  The 
usual  precautions  were  taken. 


8CAKLET  FEVER.  . 

On  i)age  70  of  the  Health  Report  for  1014  is  given  a 
chart  shewing  tbe  incidence  of  this  disease  in  Batley  since 
1890.  : 

. During  1915  the  cases  notified  numbered  121.  One 
death  took  place  the  patient  being  a child  under  5 years. 
Cases  removed  to  hospital  numbered  112.  The  type  of  disease 
was  mild  throughout  being  si)read  chiefly  through  the  agency 
of  unrecognised  cases.  Investigation  showed  that  visits  to 
Rictiu'e  Palaces  were  largely  responsible,  in  all  probability, 
for  the  infection  of  many  persons. 
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From  Ootohor  1 3tli  to  Novembor  1 5tli  seven  infant 
schools  were  closed  in  consequenoe  of  the  prevalence  of  this 
disease  and  of  Measles.  The  various  cinematograph  ex- 
hibitious  were  also  closed  for  the  same  period  to  persons 
under  fourteen  years  of  age.  Unfortunately  crowds  of  child- 
ren ai  once  visited  the  performances  in  adjacent  districts 
over  the  borough  boundaries  thereby  lessening  the  advantages 
gaimnl.  It  would  be  helpful  if  Hatley  possessed  the  power, 
as  do  our  neigh boui’s,  of  ju'eventing  attendance  of  children 
from  infected  houses  at  Sunday  Schools.  When  the  war  ends 
it  is  hoped  by  the  Medical  Officer  that  the  town  may  be 
brought  up  to  the  level  of  its  neighbours,  so  far  as  isanitary 
powers  are  concerned,  by  such  steps  being  taken  to  adopt 
existing  Acts  and  Byelaws  as  are  available,  if  nothing  fur- 
ther than  this  is  attempted. 


ENTEBIC  FEVEB,. 

Page  78  o f the  Health  Beport  for  1914  may  be  referred 
to  for  particulars  of  notifications  and  deaths  since  1890. 

Eighteen  cases  were  notified  during  1915  of  whom  17 
were  removed  to  hospital.  Two  deaths  were  caused,  the 
patients  being  males  between  the  ages  of  25  and  45.  One 
notified  case  was  definitely  not  Enteric  Fever  and  four  were 
doubtful.  Of  the  remaining  thirteen  investigation  pointed 
to  infection  through  eating  polluted  mussels  in  twelve,  and 
polluted  cockles,  in  one  case.  The  shellfish  concerned  came 
from  the  Lancashire  coast  and  in  accordance  with  the  Public 
Health  (Shellfish)  Begulations,  1915,  I communicated  with 
the  Local  Cfovcrnment  Board,  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fish- 
eries, Lancaster  Town  Council,  and  Lytham  Urban  District 
Council.  No  acknowledgement  was  received  from  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  I.ancaster  (Corporation 
and  Lytham  Urban  District  Council  formally  acknowledged- 
receipt  of  my  communication.  i • 

I invoked  the  aid  of  the  Fishmonger’s  Company,  Eish- 
mougcr’s  Hall,  London,  and  was  given  much  assistance.  Chief 
liiS])ector  Haitersley  visited  Bailey  and  samples  of  Afussels 
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were  taken  in  the  market.  These  wore  examined  baeterio- 
lo^icaJly  by  Professor  Klein  on.'  Ixelialf  of  the  Fishmo-n^’^er’s 
Company  and  in  every  instanoel  certified  by  Mm  t|o(  be|  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  A copy  of  the  certificate  was  for- 
warded by  me  to  the  Authorities  concerned  and  the  local 
dealers  warned. 

On  December  dth  T received  a communication  from 
Mr.  J.  Travis  Jenkins,  Superintendent)  of  the  Lancashire'  and 
AVestern  Sea  Fisheries  Joint  Committee,  to  the  effect  that 
“ Bags  of  mussels  despatched  from  Glasson  Dock  to  which 
a leaden  seal  with  the  imprint  s‘.f?  attached  liave  been 
relaid  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  in  sewage  free 
sea  water  for  at  least  48  hours.”  This  is  a distinct  advance 
in  the  crusade  against  the  sale  for  food  of  sewage  polluted 
shellfish  but  in  my  opinion  48  hours  is  too  short  a time  To'r 
the  shellfish  to  rid  themselves  of  pollution.  Not  less  than 
14  days  is  the  period  recommended  by  'competent  observers. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  drew  up  precaution  bills  which 
were  posted  throughout,  the  town  warning  parties  concerned 
to  efficiently  boil  all  mussels  and  cockles  before  eating.  ' 


PEUEPERAL  FEVER. 
No  cases  were  notified. 


MEASLES. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  page  77  of  the  1914  Report 
where  a (chart  is  given  shewing  deaths  from  the  Viisease  from 
1890. 

Twenty -seven  deaths  were  caused  by  measles  during 
191b  of  which  twenty-five  ivere  in  children  under  5 years 
of  ago  and  two  over  that  age.  A severe  epidemic  visited  the 
fowii  during  the  autumn.  It  was  unfortunate  that  no  one 
was  available  from  that  period  to  the  end  of  the  year  to 
visit  the  children’s  homes  and  give  advice  and  assistance 
w'here  necessary.  The  School  Nurse  had  resigned  her  post 
in  Batley  to  become  School  Nurse  at  Harrogate  and  the 
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r.atioy  Town  Council  (loeiclcd  llial  in  view  of  economy  no  ?;nc- 
ccssor  isliould  1)0  appointed.  The  Medical  OlTicer  was  not  con- 
siilled  in  this  matter.  As  the  Board  of  Education  pays  half  the 
School  Nui'se’s  salary  the  amount  in  question  was  only  ’^45 
which  seems  trifling*  in  view  of  the  ga^eat  benefit  received' 
by  the  scholars  from  her  services,  more  especially  during -an 
epidemic  of  infectious  disease.  Not  since  1904  had  so  many 
children  in  Batley  lost  their  lives  through  Measles.  From 
October  ISth  'to  November  15th  seven  infant  schools  and'  the 
Picture  Palaces  were  closed,  the  latter  to  children  under  14. 

A far  reaching  and  important  step  was  the  issue  by 
the  Local  Government  Board  of  the  “ Public  Health  (Measles 
and  German  Measles)  Regulations,  1915  ” which  came  into 
effect  on  January  1st,  1916.  Economy  of  space  prevents  a 
lengthy  reference  to  the  Order  wdiich  provides,  amongst  other 
things,  that,  every  parent  or  guardian,  as  soon  as  he  be- 
comes aware  of,  or  has  reasonable  grounds  for  suppoising 
that  any  person  in  his  charge  is  suffering  from  Measles  or 
German  Measles  shall,  unless  the  case  has  been  alrecxdy 
notified  by  a Medical  Practitioner,  forthwith  notify  the  case 
to  the  IMedical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  District,  stating  the 
name  and  age  of  the  patient,  and  his  address.  Medical  Prac- 
titioners are  also  required  to  notify  under  certain  circum- 
stances. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  a notification  under  these  Regu- 
lations, or  on  becoming  aware  in  any  other  way; of  a case  tir 
susjmcted  case  of  Measle.s  or  German  ^Measles  in  his  Districct, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  an  Officer  of  the  Local 
Authority  acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  shall  make  such  inquiries,  and  take  such  steps 
as  lare  necessary  or  desirable  for  investigating  t.he  source 
of  infection,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection,  and 
for  removing  conditions  favourable  to  infection,  and  J a 
Medical  Practitioner  is  not  in  attendance  on  the  patient, 
the  Medical  Officer  'of  Health  shall  also  take  such  steps  a^s  are 
necessary  oi*  desirable  for  ascertaining  the  nature  of  the  case 

it  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  work  of  the 
Healtli  Depariment  will  be  considerably  increased,  more  par- 
ticn.larly  in  times  of  epidemics  of  Measles.  At  present  it 
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is  not  possible  for  the  Medical  Officer’s  staff  to  properly  per- 
form the  duties  required  by  the  Order.  A second  Health' 
Visitor  has  been  suggested  in  connection  with  Child  Welfare 
work  and  sliould  one  be  appointed  the  staff  will  then  be 
snfficiont. 

An  important  part  of  the  Order  is  that  which  enables 
local  antliorities  to  provide  medical,  including  nursing,  assis- 
tance for  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  their  districts  when 
suffering  from  these  diseases.  The  Board  suggests  that  ar- 
rangements be  made  for  nursing  either  by  engaging  tem- 
jjorarily  whole  time  nurses  or  by  contracting  with  county  or 
other  nursing  associations.  : 

The  Batley  Sanitary  Committee  has  not  yet  given  con- 
sideration to  ibis  matter.  It  would  be  well  tO'  also  take  into 
account  the  possibilities  of  ‘ a certain  number  of  beds  for 
specially  selected  cases  being  arranged  for  at  the  Oakwcll 
Hospital  by  previous  agreement  between  the  Batley  Corpora- 
tion and  the  Oak  well  Joint  Hospital  Board.

See  page  78  of  the  Annual  Beport  for  1914.  ' 

Sixteen  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease  all  being 
children  under  5. 

CHICKEN  POX  AND  MUMPS. 

No  deaths  took  place.  Cases  of  tlie-?e  diseases  are  noli- 
ffed  in  connection  with  the  scliools  l)y  the  head  teachers. 

DIABRI-KEA  AND  ENTEBITES. 

There  Avere  nine  deaths.  Six  of  these  were  in  children 
under  1 year  and  three  between  1 and  2 years.  In  previous 
Annual  Beports  the  as-sociation  of  dirt,  food  pollution  by 
Hies,  neglect  and  ignorance  of  parents,  improper  feeding, 
etc.,  are  dealt  Avith  and  reference  may  be  made  thereto. 

It  is  regrettable  that  year  by  year  so  many  infant’s  lives  are 
lost  through  this  entirely  preventable  disease. 
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KTCKrjTS,  AOVTK  KHEUMATISM  AN*!)  PNEUMONIA. 

No  special  incidence  wa.s  noted  during  tlie  year. 

KIMDEMIC  POLIOMYELITIS 

AND  EPIDEMIC  CEREBIIO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

Iso  cases  were  notified.  Two  patients  were  ,suspe(‘.ted 
to  bo  sullering  from  Ihe  latter  diseaise  but  lumbaT  puncture 
cind  bacteriological  examination  of  the  oerebro  spinal  fluid 
gave  a negative  result. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Seven  cases  were  reported  and  kept  under  observation. 
Tliis  disease  of  venereal  origin  and'  the  causei  off  m much 
blindness,  is  discussed  in  the  previous  year’s  annual  report. 
All  the  notihed  cases  were  cured  and  the  infant’s  sight 
preserved. 

CANCER. 

On  page  81  of  the  1914  Report  particulars  are  given 
res[)ecting  this  disease  in  Bat  ley  since  1900.  Thirty -six 
deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer  during  1915. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Rcfeiencc  may  be  made  to  pages  85-89  of  the  1914 
Annual  Report,  and  previous  rei3orts,  where  the  prevalence 
of  Tubeiculosis  in  Batley  and  the  causes  are  fully  discussed. 
During  1915  tlie  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tubercu- 
losis notilied  were  lOG  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  39. 
Tliirty-five  deaths  were  caused  by  the  former,  and  nineteen 
by  the  latter  which  is  frequently  the  result  of  imbioing 
tubercular  milk.  I regret  thlat  I have  once  again  to  draw 
attention  to  the  want  of  veterinary  inspection  of  cows  in 
Batley  cowsheds  which  has  often  been  referred  to  in  previous 
Annual  Rci)orts.  Tlie  Sanitary  Committee  has  always  de- 
cided noi  to  ado[)t  it,  being  of  opinion  that  such  is  unneces- 
sary. Tbis  is  not  the  opinion  of  'the  Medical  OHiccr  of  Healtli. 
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The  steps  taken  after  the  notification  of  flie  disease 
are  explained  in  previous  reports.  It  was  recently  stated  in 
public  in  this  town  that  this  disease  appeared  to  be  more 
prevalent  in  Batley  than  in  other  neighbouring  towns  and 
the  question  was  asked  at  the  same  time  whether  or'  not 
Batley  doctors  were  more  vigilant  in  detecting  and  notifying 
cases  than  their  colleagues  elsewhere.  There  actually  are 
more  cases  in  Batley  on  the  whole  but  the  percentage  is  not 
much  higher. 

INFANTILE  MOliTALITY. 

A chart  is  given  on  page  88  of  the  Health  Re[)ort  for 
1.914  which  compares  the  Infantiic  Mortality  in  Batley  with 
the  Great  Towns  in  England  and  Wales  since  1890.  It  is 
not  included  in  this  report  for  economy  of  space. 

During  1915  the  number  of  children  registered  as  having 
been  born  in  Batley  was  749  which  is  a decrease  of ‘'68  upon 
the  figures  for  the  preceding  year.  89  of  these  children  died 
before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year.  This  is  a decrease  of 
33  deaths  upon  the  figures  for  1914.  The  Infantile  Mor- 
tality rate  per  1000  nett  births  for  1915  is  therefore  118. 
This  figure  appears  larger  at  first  sight  tlian  analysis  proves. 
With  the  exception  of  the  year  1909,  when  the  number  was 
86  (the  Borough  boundaries  had  not  then  been  extended 
and  the  Infantile  Mortality  throughout  the  country  was  very 
low)  there  has  never  been  at  any  time,  so  far  as  tho’recoi’ds 
show,  a less  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  1 year 
than  those  for  1915.  Had  the  number  of  births  remained  as 
high  as  in  1914  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  would  have 
been  108  per  1000  which  would  have  been  lower  than  any 
similar  rate  previously  recorded  in  Batley.  Twenty  seven 
still  births  were  reported  but  this  figure  is  not  accurate  many 
more  having  occurred.  Of  the  births  notilied  549  were 
attended  by  doctors  and  200  by  midwives.

On  December  1st,  1014,  a temporary  Health  Visitor 
(Miss  Pdorence  Ray)  took  up  duty  until  the  return  of  the 
l)ermanent  Health  Visitor  (Miss  A.  Musto)  who  is  a Terri- 
torial Nurse  and  has  been  stationed  at  Cambridge  since  the 
outbi’cak  of  war. 

During  the  autumn  of  1015,  Miss  Ray’s  health  became 
impaii-ed  thus  rendering  her  incapable  of  performing  her 
duties.'  On  November  13th  owing  to  her  ill  health  the 
Medical  Ollicer  forbade  Aliss  Ray  to  do  any  more  woidv  as  it 
was  obvious  she  was  not  capable,  owing  to  her  physical 
condition.  The  matter  Avas  discussed  by  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee wlio  granted  Miss  Ray  three  months  leave  of  absence 
from  December  1st.  A ncAV  Healrh  Visitor  (Miss  Evans)  was 
appointed  'a't  a 'meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  in  January 
and  she  is  e>;i)ected  to  commence  her  duties  on  iSIonday, 
Eebiuary  2(Sth.  Under  these  adverse  circumstanoes  1 think 
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the  rnfantilc  Mortality  rate,  for  1915  is  fairly  good  laltliougli 
much  higher  tliaii  it  should 'be.  in  previous  Annual  Heports 
the  Medical  Olllcer  of  Health  has  drawn  attention  to  the 
desirability  of  the  appointment  of  a second  Health  Visitor. 
i)r.  J.  Lane-C  layjion  of  the  liOcal  Government  Board  visited 
Batley  in  December  to  make  an  inspection  of  the  work  per- 
formed in  connection  with  Child  Welfare  and  in  conse- 
Cj lienee  of  a letter  sent  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  the 
Batley  Town  Council  the  intention  is  now  that  the  Medical 
CMficer’s  previous  recommendations  shall  be  carried  out.  It  is 
also  probable  the  Corporation  may  embark  upon  a further 
extension  of  the  work  during  the  year. 

Public  ojiinion  in  the  town  seems  to  be  at  last  in 
favour  of  something  being  done  to  stop  the  unnecessary 
waste  of  infants’  lives  which  is  so  very  largely  preventable. 


It  is  unnecessary  to  take  up  further  space  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  this  subject,  the  provision  of  a day  nursery,  etc., 
all  of  Avhich  have  been  often  referred  to  as  necessary  in 
previous  Annual  Beports,  and  in  occasional  reports  to  the 
Sanitary  Committee.

The  three  malei-nily  bags  provided  by  the^e  ladies  have 
been  lent  on  only  four  occasions,  it  being  really  ditficult  to 
lind  cases  of  genuine  poverty  owing  to  the  great  financial 
piosiierity  in  the  town.  Unfortunately,  as  previously,  it  has 
proved  very  dillicult  to  obtain  the  return  of  these  bags  from 
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tliose  rocoiviiig'  llio  boncPit  and  in  one  inst.aneo  it  has  boon 
impossible,  to  trace  a bag^’s  whereabonts  there  now  being  only 
two  in  consequence.  Abuse  of  these  ladies’  kindness  in 
l)i'oviding  milk  for  babies  has  also  taken  place.  Tn  several 
instances  where  it  was  allowed  foi'  the  baby  it  was  »l!is- 
covcred  the  baby  never  got  it,  the  family  consuming  it 
instead.  ,

Ecference  may  be  made  to  page  104  ol  the  Healtli 
Eeport  for  1914  where  a .chart  is  given  showing  a comparison 
lietween  the  deaths  in  Batley  and  those  in  the  Great  Towns 
and  in  England  and  Wales  since  the  year  1884. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  were  582. 
From  this  figure  must  be  deducted  the  deaths  of  23  non 
residents  of  Batley  who  died  within  the  district  which  gives 
us  559  as  the  actual  number  of  Batley  residents  dying  within 
llie  Borough.  The  death  rate  per  1000  per  annum  for  resi- 
dents dying  in  Batley  is  15.3.  Unfortunately  to  these  must 
be  added  the  deaths  of  no  less  than  102  persons  which 'have' 
been  transferred  to  Batley  by  the  Registrar  General.  They

PRELTMINARY  ARRANGFArENTS  FOR 
MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

In  accordanco  with  the  terms  of  Circular  0.35  of  the 
Board  of  Education  dated  22nd  December,  1015,  this  Report 
is  made  as  short  and  simple  as  possible  having*  due  regard 
to  the  character  and  volume  of  the  work  done  and  the  re- 
sults of  following  up  and  treatment. 

Reference  to  pages  115  to  117  of  the  Health  Report  for 
the  Borough  of  Batley  for  the  year  1014  will  supply  particu- 
lars respecting  the  accommodation  and  average  attendance 
at  the  various  elementary  schools,  co-ordination  between  the 
Health  and  School  Medical  Departments,  records  of  examina- 
tions, disturbance  of  school  arrangements,  with  particulars 
respecting  attendance  oHicers,  teachers,  and  School  Medical 
Officer’s  staff. 

During  the  year  1015  the  School  Attendance  Officers 
were  engaged  for  a largo  portion  of  their  time  with  work 
in  connection  with  the  war  and  in  consequence  their  as- 
sistance was  not  available  as  in  previous  years. 

The  School  Nurse  (Miss  Marie  Niblett)  intimated  her 
intention  of  resigning  her  appointment  in  Batley  after  the 
Midsummer  holidays,  and  about  the  end  of  September  she 
was  appointed  School  Nurse  to  the  Borough  of  Harrogate. 
Her  departure  was  a loss  to  the  Education  Committee,  she 
being  a most  capable  and  painstaking  officer. 

The  Batley  Education  Committee  was  without  the  ser- 
vices of  any  School  Nurse  from  November  7th  until  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  Head  Teachers  ceased  reporting  cases  of  ill- 
ness amongst  the  scholars  to  the  School  Medical  Officer,  as 
had  been  customary,  directly  the  School  Nurse  left  the  town, 
and  in  consequence  of  this  and  of  the  engagement  of  the 
School  Attendance  Officers  elsewhere  it  was  impossible  to 
keep  up  the  usual  close  touch  between  the  School  Medical 
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Department  and  scholars  on  the  rolls  of  the  elementary 
schools  suffering  from  illness.  This  was  the  more  unfortunate 
as  during  the  autumn  a very  severe  epidemic  of  Measles 
broke  out  in  the  town  which  continued  until  the  end  of  the 
year.

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PART  IV. 


THE  PROCEDURE  KNOWN  AS  FOLLOWING  UP. 

The  results  of  treatment  of  children’s  defects  during 
1915  are  shewn  on  the  table  supplied.  In  connection  there- 
with the  School  Nurse  paid  1,701  visits  to  the  homes  of 
childi’cn  ])etween  January  1st  and  the  time  of  resigning  her 
ap])ointment.  Particulars  as  to  how  this  part  of  the  work 
is  performed  are  given  on  pages  127  to  129  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  1914.  • 


DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

In  March,  1915,  the  Education  Committee  decided  to 
equip  a Dental  Clinic  which  was  accordingly  done  at  a cost 
of  £5o  12s.  Id.  up  to  December  31st,  1915.  This  does  not 
include  the  whole  of  the  cost  incurred.  A School  Dentist 
was  appointed  at  a salary  of  £50  per  annum  to  devote  2 hours 
per  week  to  the  work.  The  dentist  failed  to  take  up  the 
appointment  and  in  consequence  no  dental  treatment  has 
been  available  for  the  large  number  of  children  who  require 
it. 

EYE  CLINIC. 

The  Education  Oommittee  does  not  make  any  provision 
for  the  treatment  of  scholars  suffering  from  defects  of  vision. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


There  were  thirty-seven  prosecutions  of  parents  during 
1915  in  consequence  of  their  children  being  absent  from 
school  owing  to  verminous  conditions.  The  penalties  in- 
flicted varied  from  2/6  to  20/-  including ‘Costs,  a conviction 
i)eing  obtained  in  every  case.  One  parent  was  prosecuted 
for  causing  his  child  needless  suffering  through  neglect  to 
obtain  surgical  treatment  for  adenoids,  enlarged  tonsils,  and 
defective  sight.  A penalty  of  40  - including  costs  was  in- 
flicted.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 


Batley,  in  common  with  other  towns  in  this  part  of 
Yorkshire,  is  populated  to  a very  large  extent  by  workers 
in  the  mills  who  are  engaged  in  the  textile  trades.  Others 
are  employed  in  the  rag  trade,  coal  mining,  &c.  It  is  the 
children  of  these  parents  who  constitute  the  great  majority 
of  the  scholars  in  the  elementary  schools. 

During  1915  the  financial  prosperity  of  Batley  has  been 
remarkable.  At  no  time  in  the  previous  history  of  the  town 
have  the  workers  or  employers  earned  such  large  sums  of 
money.  i 

During  this  period  20  children  received  1,758  free  meals 
through  the  Education  Committee.  During  1912-13-14,  76 — 
213 — 313  children  respectively  were  supplied  with  free  meals. 
The  Education  Office  has  no  record  of  the  number  of  free 
meals  distributed  during  these  three  years. 

More  women  than  men  are  employed  in  the  textile 
trade  in  Batley  and  of  the  children  medically  inspected 
during  1915  15.3o/o  of  the  mothers  were  stated  to  go  out 
to  work.  This  percentage  is  known  to  be  incorrect,  as 
parents  frequently  refuse  to  answer  enquiries  or  give  false 
statements.

A large  number  of  children  Avdio  were  found  to  l)e  suf- 
fering from  defects  at  the  routine  and  non-routine  examina- 
tions in  the  schools  have  been  re-examined  at  the  School 
Clinic  and  other  special  Avork  undertaken  there  such  as  the 
microscopical  examination  of  hair  for  the  spores  of  ring- 
Avorm,  &c.

Towards  this  amount 
the  parents  contributed  during  1915  £18  16s.  Od.,  leaving 
a nett  charge  to  the  Education  Committee  of  £96  13s.  7d. 

Mental  Deliciency  Act,  1918.  At  the  close  of  1915  the 
Education  Committee  had  not  come  to  any  delinite  decision 
respecting  the  duties  arising  out  of  this  Act.  During  ihe 
year  the  School  Medical  Olficer  reported  upon  three  feeble 
minded  children  and  live  imbeciles. 

Temperance  and  Pliysical  Exercises.  The  teaching  given 
previously  to  the  scholars  is  continued. 

Hygiene.  The  services  of  the  Nurses  although  available 
are  not  made  use  of  but  some  instruction  is  given  ))y  the 
Head  Teachers. 

Open  Air  Schools.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  utilize  the 
bandstand  and  shelters  in  the  Park  for  the  teaching  of  deli- 
cate and  tubercular  children,  l)ut  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
common  for  teachers  to  conduct  their  classes  in  the  open 
air  adjoining  the  schools  in  line  weather  where  possible.
